ing company. 


Fortune Invested In Beet Sugar.

Havem eyer fo r engineering the com 
bination 
It has been held in trust 
by Mr. Post, who has refrained from 
voting it to prevent a change in the 
offic ers o f the company. Incident illy 
the w itness adm itted that his father 
had 
controlled the Am erican 
Sugar 
R efining com pany on a “ shoe att in g ’ 
and that the greater part of the fa m ily 
fortune was invested in beet sugar. 
Of 
his plan to “ buck” the 
tru st 
Havem eyer said: “ I want to make a 
career fo r m yself. 
I have no inte est 
iii tile A m erican company and no sym ­ 
pathy w ith those who are running it 
now.” 
Then he went over many things in 
the record o f his father, defending his 
action always and now and then ex 
pressing his idea that a com bination 
of com m ercial concerns w as a ’ gol d 
th in g ” and that the indu stria l advance­ 
ment o f the U nited States was due to 
“ tru *ts ." 
Mr. Havem eyer declared it his be­ 
lie f that his fa th e r acted from philr.n- 
th ro p ic m otives in organizing the fir.-J 
sugar eom hinatton in I HHT. “ He tol l 
my aunt.” he said, “ that the companies 
would e ith e r go "busted” or lie taken 
into a com bination.” 
The reason his father sold his hold­ 
ing* in the A m erican Sugar R efining 
com pany when he was its president, 
the son said, was because he did not 
want any one to say he was managing 
the Am erican fo r his personal benefit.
